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Explanations of the Catalogue. 

M OKE than seventeen years have elapsed since the publication of the Tenth 
Edition of the London Catalogue. Many new species have been added to 
our native flora and the advance in critical botany has again made great 
progress. This is the more satisfactory as field-work during the period under 
review was partially interrupted through the dislocation brought about by the 
great war. 

Questions of nomenclature continue to be gradually settled on well-known 
principles which are now generally accepted. The aim of those who are 
responsible for the compilation of this new edition has been to make it as generally 
useful and helpful as possible as well as accurate and where long established 
names have again had to be changed a clue has been given, where thought 
necessary, by adding the old and better known name in brackets. To have done 
this in all cases would have made the catalogue cumbersome and thus have 
detracted from its usefulness in other respects. 

On this vexed question I cannot do better than quote the following remarks 
from one of Mr. Salmon’s recent letters : 

“It has seemed impossible to adopt a system of nomenclature that will 
satisfy all recent writers upon this difficult branch of botany and some- perhaps 
many — of the names used will be certain to find disfavour in some minds. When 
any species has had written upon it, apparently with good reason, many arguments 
both for and against its more modern name and conclusive evidence seemed 
wanting, what appears to be unstable has been rejected and a name has been 
adopted by which it can be recognised unmistakably by users of the Catalogue." 

The preparation of the Eleventh Edition of the London Catalogue has been 
rendered possible by the willing and unstinted labour of Mr. C. E. Salmon. It is 
he who has carried through a laborious piece of work which has made a serious 
inroad on his time during several years. He, too, with my approval and ready 
assent, secured the services of many of our leading experts in connection with the 
genera to which they have devoted special study. 1 am also grateful to Mr. Arthur 
Bennett for again supplying the comital numbers following each species. In 
keeping his copy of Topographical Botany posted up to date Mr. Bennett has 
rendered a great service to British Botany and especially to the compilers of the 
four last editions of the London Catalogue. 

Among those who gave great help in the preparation of the Tenth Edition of 
the Catalogue the following have passed to their rest :—The Rev. E. S. Marshall 
who with Mr, W. A. Clarke assumed the chief responsibility in its compilation, 
the Rev. W. Moyle Rogers who supplied the Rubus list in the Tenth Edition, James 
Britten who gave valuable advice on nomenclature, Henry Groves, the Rev. 
Augustin Ley and others to whom 1 expressed my gratitude in the preface of the 
last edition. 

Among those who have given similar valuable help on the present occasion are : 
Mr. W. H. Pearsall the Batrachian section of Ranunculus ; Mrs. Eliza S. 
Gregory the first part and Mr. E. Drabble the second part of the genus Viola ; 
Colonel A. H. Wollev-Dod Rosa ; Mr. C. E. Britton Centanrea ; the Rev. (. Roffey 
Hieraciutn; Mr. A. B. Jackson Thymus, Ulrnus and Poptdus \ Mr. E. G. Baker 
Plantago; Mr. J. Fraser Sali.v : Messrs. T. & T. A. Stephenson Orchidaceiv ; Mr. 
Arthur Bennett Potamogeton, Carex and Calamagrostis ; Mr. James Groves and 
Canon G. R. Bullock-Webster Charophyta. 

Their names are given in the order in which the genera for which they have 
so kindly undertaken responsibility occur in the Catalogue and a new feature has 
been introduced by inserting the name of an expert immediately following a 
generic name so that users of the Catalogue can see at a glance who is responsible 
for the arrangement of a particular group. To all of these experts I tender 
Mr. Salmon’s and my own grateful thanks. 

The notes which accompanied several of these lists are here appended, but an 
enormous amount of critical work throughout the Catalogue has been undertaken 
by Mr. Salmon himself to most of which no special attention is drawn. It may 
here be mentioned that the multitudinous forms of CapscUa and Taraxacum have 
been intentionally omitted, as it was feared the Catalogue would have become too 
unwieldy.

EXPLANATIONS OF THE CATALOGUE. 


On Rubus the Rev. H. J. Riddelsdell writes : 

“This is revised pretty much along the lines laid down by Rogers since the 
publication of Edition Ten. The correction of census numbers has been conducted 
on principles of caution : it is better to wait for certainty than to have to retract. 
Some new varieties cited as of Rogers & Riddelsdell are Rogers’ work, published 
by Riddelsdell for this edition. Where a hybrid is listed, it concerns the name (of 
species or variety) next preceding. Thus under leucostachys, hybrids are listed 
before varieties not after them. The hybrid quoted under R. hirtifolius var. 
mollissiiniis (X corylifolim) is a cross into which that variety enters, not type 
hirtifolius." 

On Rosa Col. A. H. Wolley-Dod says : 

“ That the nomenclature is modified from that adopted in his Roses of Britain 
in that all forms are raised to the rank of varieties. This is done since the Catalogue 
does not recognise forms, so that many well-known names, if retained as such, 
would disappear from the list. The rank or status adopted in The British Roses is 
that which they should bear.” 

On Alcliemilla , Sorbus and Pyrus Mr. C. E. Salmon writes : 

“The Atchemilla vulgaris forms have been arranged in accordance with the 
numerous papers by Dr. R. Buser of Geneva and the genus Sorbus , which seems 
rightly separated from Pyrus , on the lines laid down by T. Hedlund in his 
Monograph (1901)." 

On Centaurca Mr. C. E. Britton writes : 

“ The list of Centaurea-forms follows the arrangement of species and varieties 
that appeared in papers in the Reports of the Botanical Society and Exchange Club 
for the years 1920 to 1922 inclusive, and entails a large increase to the number of 
names appearing in the Tenth Edition, London Catalogue. With the intensive 
study of highly-critical genera, an enlarged nomenclature is inevitable. It will be 
observed that the forms previously ranked as subspecies of C. Jacca are now given 
independent status. This is probably a correct estimate of these Jacea- allies, 
which seem clearly differentiated by the laciniated, more indurated, only slightly 
concave, and not bullate, closely-investing appendages. 

The census numbers, it is believed, do not adequately show the distribution of 
the various forms. The available records indicate C. obscura and C. nemoralis as 
generally spread throughout the British Isles, with the second-named predominant. 
The more recently segregated forms appear to especially character se southern 
England, and, in certain districts, elsewhere, seem absent. No good reasons have 
come to light to reverse the conclusions arrived at as to the undesirability of 
perpetuating such names as ‘ dccipiens’ etc., that appeared in former editions of 
this Catalogue." 

On Hieracium the Rev. J. Roffey writes : 

“ So much good work has been done in the past that we may now claim to be 
fairly well acquainted with .the forms of British Hieracia , though undoubtedly 
some still await recognition. The work before us in the future lies in the 
co-ordination of these forms with those of the Continent. Zahn’s recently com¬ 
pleted monograph has therefore been taken as the basis of the present list. This 
has involved considerable changes in arrangement and also a good many in 
nomenclature, together with some amount of uncertainty with regard to some of 
the coinital numbers. It should be clearly understood that the ‘species’ of the 
present list are not species in the ordinary sense of the word, but sub-species or 
micro-species. Zahn arranges his plants under capital or group-species, each of 
which has as a rule many sub-species attached. Pilosella Linn., for instance, has 
no less than 624. As the plan of the Catalogue does not admit of sub-species it has 
been felt better to drop the capital species and take the sub-species as species, 
rather than reduce them all to the rank of varieties. About forty of these capital 
species are represented in Britain." 

On Melampyrum G. Beauverd’s Monograph of the genus published in 1916 
has been followed. 
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On Salix Mr. J. Fraser writes : 

“The list of Salices is alphabetical throughout as to parentage. The secondary 
numbers within brackets mean that the trees were either planted, introduced, 
extinct or recorded with doubt. Living plants of S. triandra x vintiutdis look so 
different that I have recorded them under (a) hippopluvfolia and (b) Trcvirani. My 
specimens of the latter have frequently three stamens to a bract of the catkins. I 
have been unable to segregate S. fragilis, and think there is little if anything in the 
female S. fra pit is L. var. brilannica F. B. White. S. alba L. var. ctvrulea (Sm.) is the 
ordinary acceptation of the variety. 1 consider S. purpurea L. f. Lambertiana as 
the stooled or cut down state of the form ; and S. purpurea L. /. Wootgariana 
(Borrer) as the adult of the same plant. I have both forms off the same bush, and 
cultivation also proved it. 1 have given recorded comital numbers for both states, 
but it does not follow that 20+11 would be a correct record of comital numbers 
for .S', purpurea f. Lambertiana. 

S. ferrnginca G. Anderson is recorded as S. ciuerca x viminalis f. Jerruginea 
G. And. because of the very short pubescence and because the leaves are often 
rusty beneath. Wimmer and Dr. F. B. White were of this opinion. 

S. rugosa Leefe I have placed under S. caprea X viminalis with a doubt as 
S. caprea x viminalis f. rugosa (Leefe). 

' 1 have consulted many pub ications for the comital numbers, including 
Linton's Monograph , Dr. White's Revision , the Journal of Botany from 1883-1924, 
Cambridge Brit. Flora, the But. Exchange Reports, and feel confidence in the 
records of Rev. E. F. Linton, Rev. W. R. Linton, Rev. E. S. Marshall, Mr. W. A. 
Shoolbred, Mr. J. G. Baker, Rev. Moyle Rogers, Messrs. Jas. W. White, J. E. Little 
and many other modern and recent collectors. 

The sequence of species in the list is that adopted by the Rev. E. F. Linton in 
his Monograph of the British Willows." 

On Potamogeton Mr. Arthur Bennett writes : 

“ Many more varieties might have been given, but in the present state of the 
study of tlie genus they are better, for the present, anyhow, left out. The death of 
Dr. Hagstri'wi, the Swedish student of the genus, involves a great loss and he is 
very difficult to replace. Our American confreres, however, do not accept all his 
hybrids, etc." 

On Charophyta Mr. James Groves and the Rev. G. R. Bullock-Webster write : 

“They would wish it to be understood that the varietal names given under 
the more polymorphous species merely represent well-marked extremes of 
variation, and do not therefore imply divergent races.” 

The sequence of the Tenth Edition has in the main been retained though 
drastic alterations in the arrangement of the species have occasionally been majie 
as in the case of the Hieracia, The general order follows Bentham & Hooker's 
Genera Plantarum , also the nomenclature excepting where the rules of priority 
have made a change necessary. 

Most of those who will use this new edition already possess a copy of 
the Tenth Edition, and as the supply of the latter is not yet exhausted copies 
can still be obtained by those desiring them. For these reasons I do not propose 
again to incorporate some of the general information contained in a former 
introduction, but 1 think it may be useful to quote the following notes which 
are equally applicable to the present edition. Sub-species are treated as varieties 
or raised to specific rank and hybrids are placed in alphabetical order as in 
the previous edition, in accordance with Vienna rules. 

The question of the inclusion or rejection of certain aliens from the Catalogue 
is a point that will always involve differences of opinion. The policy adopted in 
the present edition has been in the direction of reducing the number by expunging 
the names of a few species hitherto included that are of very rare or doubtful 
occurrence. Those interested in the subject may be referred to that excellent little 
work, Dunn's Alien Flora of Britain, which has been carefully reviewed and 
commented on in the Journal of Botany, pages 138 and 207, 1906. 

The difficulty of dealing with this matter was felt by the authors of the first 
edition of the London Catalogue, published in 1844, where a list of “Excluded 
Species" was printed on the inside of the buff cover; the Introductions to 
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subsequent editions always referred to the same trouble, till in the fifth edition no 
less than three separate lists of “ Excluded Species” were published, and not until 
the publication of the eighth edition was the plan of having separate lists wholly 
dropped. It has been the aim of those who have compiled the Catalogue to adopt 
as reasonable a course as possible on this subject, though their efforts in this 
direction cannot be expected to please everyone. 

* implies that a plant is cither most probably or certainly not aboriginal 
(native), but more or less well established. 

[ ] is used in two senses (1) when the type of a species does not occur in 
Britain ; and (2) when a species or variety appears to have become extinct. 

() usually means that the author cited described the plant as a species ; or 
otherwise encloses the synonyms which have been added. 

/. denotes “forma" or “ sub-varietas," and is not unfrequently employed 
where the original author considered the plant to be a good variety or even 
a species. 

X denotes a hybrid. 

Italics denote a casual or only planted alien, apparently not yet naturalized. 
Obviously, the line between such and those marked with a * cannot be drawn 
quite accuratelv, but each case has been carefully considered. A considerable 
number of species allowed to pass without a * are more or less doubtfully native, 
but have been allowed the benefit of the doubt. 

The numerals following each species refer to the 112 vice-counties into which 
Great Britain was divided by H. C. Watson in Topographical Botany. 

“1” refers to species found in Ireland only; “C" to species found in the 
Channel Islands only. 

It may be well to state once more that the Catalogue is not intended to be a 
critical authority as to which plants are to be considered as species, sub-species, 
varieties and forms, which is the proper function of a Flora ; but aims simply at 
providing in the most convenient form, a useful working lisl of British Plants. It 
shows at a glance the relative frequency of the various species, and may be used 
as an index catalogue to the herbarium, for purposes of exchange and for making 
local lists ; it follows no one Flora, but seeks to embody the most generally 
accepted opinions of British botanists. It aims, in short, at utility rather than 
authority; although no pains have been spared to make it as accurate as possible 
for the purposes for which it exists. 

- The following explanation of the use of the census numbers is extracted from 
Mr. Watson's “Explanations” in the Seventh Edition of the Catalogue. 

“The numbers which follow the names of plants are intended for a census— 
a scale of rarity or frequency in relation to Britain as a whole. They express the 
numbers of counties in which the species has been reported to occur, as set forth 
in [the 2nd edition of] Topographical Botany [revised as before stated]. By sub¬ 
dividing the larger counties into two or more vice-counties, as explained in the 
work mentioned, their number is increased to 112. Various circumstances interfere 
with the possibility of making these numbers quite exact, either absolutely so or in 
comparison with each other ; explanations of which may be sought in the work 
from which the numbers are taken. In general, these numbers show the counties 
ascertained for the species in a native or quasi-native condition ; but in several 
instances, notably in the instances of fruit-trees and timber-trees, of mints and 
other culinary herbs, the number has been given too high through the impossibility 
of clearly distinguishing the truly native habitats from others improperly so 
reported. In cases where an old aggregate has been divided and now appears 
under two or more segregate names, the census numbers will usually be too low, 
through want of full records in accordance with the change."
